AND KILL 


FOUR PERSONS. 


A Coupling Pin Had Been Driven Into a

ENGINEER AND FIREMAN KILLED.

The Train Was Filled 


With Passengers From 


Chicago to Cincinnati, but None of 
Them Was Seriously Injured. 


THORNTOWN, Ind., July 30.—The Chicago 


express on the Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Chicago & #8. Louls Ratllway, due 
in ~- Cincinnati ee oe” m., was 
wrecked at 2:30 o’clook. Four persons 
were killed outright and several slightly in- 
jured. There was a deliberate plot to wreck 


the train, as a coupling pin had been driven | 


into the switch @o as to hold it open%and 
throw the fast train from Chicago fo Cin- 
cinnati off the track as it passed this point. 
The engine and tender, the mail, express 
and baggage cars were thrown from the 
track and piled in a heap. ; 


Thé coaches and Wagner sleeping cars 
remained on the track and none of the pas- 
Sengers was seriously hurt, although they 
had a lively shaking up. It is reported that 
no one in the cars that were thrown from 
the track was seriously hurt. 

Seth Winslow of Greensburg, Ind., the en- 
gineer, and B. Crickmore of Indianapolis, 
the fireman, and two unidentified tramps 
were killed outright. While there were 
many reports about the number injured, 
there were none seriously hurt, although 
many were so badly frightened at first as 
to give credence to the reports about many 
being injured. 

Express Messenger John Edmonds of 
Bellevue, Ky., had charge of the express 
car and was thrown violently against the 
head end of his car, but escaped with a 
few insignificant scratches. 

Within a few minutes hundreds of people 
Were about the scene Conductor Fred 
Ruch took the lead in the work of rescuing 
the injured and recovering the dead. 

Fireman Quickmere was found lying un- 
der the boiler, He had he ‘iterally cooked 
to death by escaping steam. 

The body of Engineer Winslow was found 
wodged between the tender and cab, and 
from his position it is believed he was at- 
tempting to Jump when the engine turned 
over. He was horribly crushed and man- 
gied. Tramps were found lying under the 
front platform of the first mall car. They 
Were badly scalded afid crushed. From

From papers on their persons it is be- 
lieved the two tramps were named Bijbe 
and Covender. 


CINCINNATI, July 30.—The officials of 


town this morning. The fatalities are limited 
to the engineer and fireman and two tramps. 
None of the others on the train were seri- 
ously hurt. When the train left Chicago 
last night at 8 o’clock it was an unusually 
long one. Only four stops were to be made 
between Chicago and. Indianapolis. The 
train was passing Thorntown at high speed 
when the engine struck the switch that had 
been opened and fastened open. The two 
trampsawho were killed were stealing a ride 
on the front end of the mall car, and thelr 
remains cannot be identified. 

A relief train was sent from Indianapolis 
to Thorntown early this morning and as 
soon as the track was cleared a new train 
was made up for this city and other points. 
The train was unusually crowded with pas- 
sengers. 

Engineer Winslow leaves a widow and two 
children. His remains were taken to his 
home at Greensburg and those of Fireman 
Crickmore to Indianapolis. The officials of 
the road have instituted a thorough inves- 
tigation as to the perpetrators of the wreck. 
The reports from Thorntown leave no doubt 
whatever about the switch having been 
thrown open and a coupling pin fastened in 
the switch to hold ft open. There have re- 
cently been some labor troubles in and about 
Thorntown, but none of them have been in 
any manner connected with the railroad. 
It is stated that since the mining troubles 
there have been a number of strangers about 
the place who are not connected with the 
strike, but who are supposed to have been 
tramping about with a view to plunder dur- 
ing the expected trouble. No attempt was 
made to rob the express or other cars and 
no understanding of the plot can be ascer- 
tained. All available detectives were set 
at work to-day on the case. 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 80.—Jesse A. Crick- 
more, the fireman killed in the Big Four 
wreck, lived In thiga city. He leaves a wife 
and two children.

They told their 
mother. The mother told Mr. Crosswhite, 
who went to John Winn, the father, and the 
warrant was immediately issued, the Sher- 
iff notified and the prisoner arrested.

Co. of Chicago, was offered at 56 cents, and 
the comnitission selected Milne’s at 56 cents. 
The Walsh book had one-fourth more mat- 
ter than Milne’s and besides it contained 
the necessary algebra and geometry for the 
elementary schools. Yet in the face of this 
the commission rejected this book, and it 
was then necessary to get both algebras and 
geometries separately. This requires thréé 
books to be bought when one could have 
been secured for all at less figures than the 
cost of each. 

Attorney-General Crow is worried at the 
criticism of the press on the commission 
and he feels indignant at the newspaper 
representatives. Yesterday he absolutely 
refused to answer a representative of a 
paper who simply wanted to know if he 
thought that @ conclusion could be reached 
by evening. He is accused of being close to 
the trust. 

All the book men here, about fifty in all, 
are dissatisfied with the contract. They 
say it is the worst job they ever saw and 
the poorest selection that any commission 
that they know of has ever made. These 
statements are made by trust representa- 
tives as well as others. 

The commission went into session at 10 
o'clock to-day and remained in session until 
1 o'clock, when it announced the selection 
of another trust book, United States His- 
tory, Shinn, by the American Book Co. 
Morse’s Primary History, Lippincott & Co., 
was also selected.

John Conley Proves an Easy 
Thing for a Brace of 
Colored Women.

HE WALKED INTO THE TRAP. 


Then the Pair Took a Cab and 
Went Out to Blow 
ae Themselves. 


At midnight Thursday, John Conley of 
8405 Manchester road had $540 in his pocket. 

Ten minutes later he was without money 
enough to pay his car fare. 

The sudden transformation was wrought 
by a pair of yellow Amazons. 

Conley was held up and robbed in the 
shadow of a building at Eighteenth and 
St. Charles streets. 

Mattie Ewing and Emma Henderson, col. 
ored, are in the holdover charged with 
the robbery. Conley called at the Four 
Courts and identified the prisoners. With 
them in the holdover are Grace Mitchell, 
Frank Watkins and Robert Lee, all col- 
ored, accused of complicity. 

The five prisoners were arrested at 
Twelfth and Olive streets Friday morning | 
by Policemen Flannagan and O'Leary. They 
were in a cab “rounding up the town”’ when 
arrested. It is believed that the Mitchell 
woman and the two men were participants 
in the hold-up at least to the extent of help- 
ing spend the proceeds. ? 

ecording to Conley’s story he walked 
west on Olive street Thursday night, short- 
ly before 12 o’clock. When in front of the 
Merchants’ League building he stopped for 
a car. He waited several minutes and then 
turned north toward St. Charles street. 

“As I was a Locust street,”’ said 
Conley to a Post-Dispatch reporter, “a 


fnegro woman who was unmistakably a 


street-walker accosted me. She walked 
along by my side until we crossed St. 
Charles street. Here the woman stoppeu. 
She was the one I have identified as Mat- 
tie Ewing. 

“She insisted that I accompany her home, 
As we were talking Emma Henderson 
came up. Quick as a flash Mattie Ewing 
threw her arms around _ neck, while the 
Henderson woman went through my pock- 
ets. It was all over in a minute. I had no 
time to resist or to ery for help.’’ 

Immediately after the robbery the women 
fled. As soon as he became sufficiently 
composed to appreciate what had happened, 
Conley notified the police. All night long a 
diligent search was kept up. But in the 
night all coons looked alike to the officers 
and no arrests were made until the cab’ 
containing the five negroes now in the hold- 
over was spled by Flannagan and O'Leary. 

Sensational scenes attended the capture. 
The police commanded the hack driver to 
halt. The driver may not have heard the 
command. In any event he did not obey it. 
Instead, he lashed the horses furiously. 

At a high rate of speed the cab bounded 
away. Two shots came in rapid succession 
from the officers’ guns. The cab stopped 
suddenly. The flag of truce was up. All 
in a heap the three Amazons and the two 
men rolled out of the cab. 

The driver was allowed to go his way. 
Under cover of guns, the quintette trem- 
blingly, obeyed the officers’ command to 
stand still. A patrol wagon conveyed them 
to the holdover. 

Robert Lee suddenly became excited. The 
officers noticed him throw something away. 
On investigation they found it to he $140 


in paper money. 
At the Four Courts the party wae 
searched. Neatly rolled up in the fluffy 


wool on the Henderson woman’s head, was 
a roll of bills amounting to $238. The re- 
mainder of the money supposed to have 
been taken from Conley has not yet been 
recovered. 

The ve negroes had been engaged in 
riotous revel from shortly after m'‘dnight 
until the hour of their arrest. They went 
from saloon to saloon, carousing as only 
such a band of toughs can carouse. 

Liquor flowed in the wake of these people 
as water flows in a rivulet. To them, money 
was no object. They drank ch 8, 
they drank int juleps and they drank 
beer. In the language of the ‘burnt dis- 
trict,”” they were “out for a time,”’ and they 
went “down the line.”’ It has been many 
years since a more hilarious ag ation 
of revelers tossed money into galoon cash 
registers. Evidence of the night's debauch 
was plainly depicted on the vicious faces of 
the toughs when they were placed In th 
holdover. Confinement behind the bars di 
not chill the spirit of Notous revelry. 

When a Posi-Dispatch reporter, accom- 
panied by an artist, entered the holdover 
corridor, the women insisted on doing the 
serpentine dance. The men. were more In- 
clined to be sullen. It required nearly half 
a dozen officers to hold the accused robbers 
in line while the artist made a sketch. 

The reporter asked Emma Henderson 
one of the principals, for her side of the 


story. 
A fusillade of oaths was the reply. At- 


tempts to secure a statement from the 
other prisoners were equally futile. 
Never in the history of the St. Louls 


holdover has there been a more abandoned 
group of female prisoners. 

The Amazons have brawny arms of which 
a.pugilist might be proud. One blow from 
such an arm would stun an ox. Such women 
are rarely found in a civilized land. Vic- 
lousness is plainly written in their features. 

Shortly before noon Friday, Conley ap- 

eared at the Prosecuting Attorney's of- 

ce to ask a'warrant agaist the robbers, 
It Was promptly issued. 

Conley is a good-looking fellow, apparent- 
ly about 30 years old. e owned a saloon

PEABUDY AS 
A RECORD, 


Was Indicted Fifteen Years Ago, 
While a Notary Public, for 
Oppression in Office. 


CASE WAS NOLLE PROSSED. 


He Sent a Witness to Jail for 


Not Revealing Secrets of 


the Grand-Jury. 


SORRY HE WAS NOT TRIED. 


His Present Case Continued Un- 
til When a 
Change of Magistrates 

‘ill Be Asked. 


Saturday, 


The Court of Criminal Correction was 
crowded to the doors Friday morning. 
Those who gained admission expected to 
hear a lively set-to between Judge Murphy 
and Judge Peabody during the latter's trial 
for oppression in office. 

They were disappointed. Ashley C. 
Clover, attorney for the Police Judge, asked 
and was granted a continuance until Satur- 
day. 

When Judge Peabody was arrested, at the 
instance of Prosecuting Attorney Mulvihill, 
he expressed a desire to be tried by Judge 
Murphy. He has changed his mind, and Sat- 
urday will request that another Judge be 
appointed to occupy the bench. 

If Judge Peabody is held to the Grand- 
jury for oppression in office and the Grand- 


jury indicts him, the situation will not be 
yd to the pugnacious little police magis- 
rate. 

When Peabody was a notary public, fifteen 
years ago, he committed one George Leon- 
ard to jail on his refusa] to answer certain 
uestions in a case wherein Warren F. Mc- 
Chesney was defendant. 

A writ of habeas corpus was issued, and 
was made returnable in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction, at that time, 1882, presided 
over by the late Charles F. Cady. 

After hearing the evidence Judge Cady 
ordered Leonard released, holding that No- 
tary Peabody had exceeded his authority in 
committing him. 

State officials then took a hand in the 
matter, and the result was the indictment 
of Peabody, charging oppression in office. 
The late Judge J. ©. Normile was Circuit 
Attorney at that time, ex-Mayor E. A. Noo- 
nan was Assistant Circuit Attorney, and 
Marshall F. McDonald was second assistant. 
The case was not triéd in the Criminal 
Court, the judge holding that Peabody was 
charged with misdemeanor, and that the 
Criminal Court had no jurisdiction. So the 
case was certified to the Court ef Criminal 
Correction for trial before Judge Cady. 
The act that led to Peabody's indictment 
was committed on July 15, 1882. Warren F. 
McChesney had been indicted by the Grand 
Jury for gambling. An order was issued by 
the Crisninal Court for taking depositions 
in the case, and Peabody, then a notary 
public in the Temple building, was appoint- 


ed to preside. 

Six questions propounded to Witness 
George Leonard were objected to by the 
Circuit Attorney on the ground that they 
would reveal secrets of the Grand-jury 
room. 

Notary Peabody overruled the objections 
and held that Leonard must answer. On 
the advice of the Circuit Attorney, Leon- 
ard refused. 

The Notary then issued a commitment, 
ordering the sheriff to take Leonard to jail 
and keep him there until he would make 
answer to the questions, which were six 
in number. 

Leonard was taken to jall and promptly 
released on bond, pending the hearing of 
the habeas corpus case. 

Peabody was indicted on June 23, 1882. 
After his case had been certified to the 
Court of Criminal Correction, Peabody filed 
a motion to quash the indictment, citing 
thirteen reasons, and signing the document, 
‘“T H. Peabody, attorney for himeeif,’’ 
On August 6 this motion was withdrawn, 
and the same day the case was nollie 
prossed. 

Judge James R. Claiborne was Prosecut- 
ing Attorney in the Court of Criminal] Cor- 
rection at that time, and the case could not 
have been dismissed without his consent. 
Judge Claiborne is now a practitioner be- 
fore Judge Murphy. When questioned by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Friday morning as 
to why the charge of oppression in office 
was nollie prossed against Judge Peabody 
fifteen years ago, he professed great sur- 
prise that such a thing had ever occurred. 
“Judge Peabody may have been indicted 
at that time,” said Judge Claiborne, ‘but 
I have no remembrance of it. Yes, I was 
Prosecuting Attorney at that time. 

Judge Peabody’s memory is better. 

“So they have brought that old thing out 
from its hiding place, have they?’ he said, 
‘Well, I had hoped to never hear of it 
again, but since some of my friends have 
been kind enough to drag it out, I guess I 
can discuss it. 

“There was nothing in the charge and I 
was not tried. True I was indicted, but it 
was a piece of spite work as is the charge 
now pending against me. The present cuse 
will amount to no more than did that. 
‘Marshall F. McDonald was the man who 
caused me to be indicted then. 
“There were a great many gambling 
cases in the courts at that time. As a 
notary I wished to preserve the peace and 
dignity. I had a perfect right to commit 
Leopard to jail for his refusal to answer 
the questions. 

“Judge Cady ruled otherwise, but he erred 
in his decision. Judge Normile knew I was 
correct and would have acquitted me but I 
was persuaded to permit the case being 
nolle prossed, which I now regret. . 
“This time I shall insist on a trial, but I 
want to go before an unprejudiced judge.”

Archibald Carr, the present Clerk of the 
Criminal Court, in whose custody the docu- 
ments should be, believes there is not much 
mystery surrounding the disappearance of 
the indictment and the falsifying of the 
records. Mr. Carr made a personal exami- 
nation of the books and records Thursday 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter and said: 

‘There is no doubt In my mind that the 
erasure of Brady's name from the index 
book and the stealing of the indictment 
were done for a purpose. Ordinarily the 
first place one would look when searching 
for the records of this oourt in any iInd!i- 
vidual’s case would be in the index. The 
name not being there, the resumption 
would be that the party had never ap- 

eared before the court as a defendant.

If these 
were missing the presumption would be 
strengthened and the searcher would prohba- 
bly conclude that there had never been any 
criminal proceedings against the person ‘Yn 
whom he was interested.

Half an hour later the Kenneys returned. 
Mrs. Finch saw them coming and prepared 
for the row she expected would follow. 
Kenney left his wife across the street and 
Started to the Finch Lome alone. He was 
also unarmed. 

When within a few feet of the doorsteps 
Mrs. Finch fired without saying a word. 
Kenney says he heard the ball go by his 
ear, but Mrs. Finch says she shot only to 
call the attention of the police. 

Mr. and Mrs. Finch and Kenney were 
locked up in the Fifth District tation, 
charged with a breach of the peace. They 
will be given a hearing in the Second Dis- 
trict Police Court Saturday morning. 

Mrs. Kenney was in court Friday morning 
fortified with documents and photographs 
to prove the falsity of Mrs. Finch’s claim 
that Kenney is her brother. 
‘She meant to kill George,” said Mrs, 
Kenney. “I have often received word from 
her that I should not call George mine any 
longer, as she was determined that if she 
couldn't have him no other woman should.” 

Kenney denies that he is Mrs. Finch’s 
brother. He says he purchased Mrs, Finch 
for a wife from her first husband. After 
living with her awhile he tired of her and 
marrfied a girl down in Tennessee. He says 
Mrs. Finch shot at him because she is jeal- 
ous and wants revenge. 

Kenney recently served a term in the 
work-house for assaulting Mrs. Finch. He 
has affidavits which he says were sworn 
to by his sisters in New York, who state 
that they know Mrs. Finch, and that she 
is not one of the family. 

Mrs. Finch, on the dDther hand, has sev- 
eral letters from Kenney which ind'cate 
that her story is truthful. She says she be- 
lieves the man is periodically insane. 

When Kenney first told of his alleged 
transaction with Finch by which ire. 
Finch was to live with him as h's wife, 
Mrs. Finch sent a letter to the Post-Dis- 
patch purporting to be a retraction of the 
story by Kenney. The letter was printed. 
It set forth that Kenney had told _ the 
stories to spite his sister, who had caused 
him to be eent to the Work-house. 

Kenney afterward denied writing the re- 
traction, but Mrs. Finch declares she h a 
witness in the person of Mrs. MonahamPot 
Eleventh and Clinton streets that Kenney 
is the author of the letter sent to the Post- 
Dispatch office.

ALASKA’S CLIMATE. 


Two Distinct Kinds, Temperate and 
Exceedingly Cold. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—Under the di- 
rection of Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, 
Chief Moore of the Weather Bureau has 
made public a statement in regard to the 
climate of Alaska. In this statement Mr. 
Moore says: 

The climates of the coast and the interior 
of Alaska are unlike In many respects and 
the differences are intens'‘fied In this,- as 
perhaps in few other countries, by excep- 
tional physical conditions. The fringe of 
islands that separates the mainiand from 


the Pacific Ocean from Dixon Sound necrth 
‘and also a strip of the mainland for possi- 
ibly twenty miles back from the sea, fol- 


lowing the sweep of the coast as it curves 
to the northwestward to the western ex- 
tremity of Alaska, form a distinct climatic 
division which may be termed temperate 
Alaska. The temperature rarely falls to 
zero; winter does not set In until December 
1, and by the last of May the snow his dis- 
appeared except on the m ns. 
he mean winter temperature of Sitka is 

82.5, but little less than that of Washington. 
pe C. e rainfall of temperate Alaska is 
notorious the world. over, not only as re- 
ards the quantity that falis, but also as

fog naturally abound, there being on an 
average but sixty-six clear days in the year. 
North of the Aleutian Islands the coast

BOITSCHEFF'S TRL 


Bulgarian Captain and His Ac- 
complices Convicted of Anna 
Szimon’s Murder. 


THEY CHOKED HER TO. DEATH. 


Two of Them Sentenced to 
Death, but Penalty Reduced 
to Life Imprisonment. 


PHILIPPOPOLIS, Bulgaria, July 30.—The 
murderers of pretty Anna Szimon, the 
singer, have been convicted. The girl went 
from Buda-Pesth in 18% to Sofia, where she 
met Detscho Boitscheff. He was a fine-look- 
ing man, a captain of the guards, and aid- 
de-camp to Prince Ferdinand, and the girl 
was at once infatuated with him. Burdened 
with debts, Boitacheff engaged himself to 
marry a wealthy heiress and repudiated his 
promise to marry Anna Szimon, whom he 
sent to Buda-Pesth, with orders not to re- 
turn to Sofia. She returned, however, and 
in her efforts to see Boitscheff caused @ 
scandal] within the environments of the pal- 
ace of the Princess of Bulgaria. 

Roitscheff then determined to kill her and 
called to his aid Novelic, Prefect of Police, 
and a gendarme of the name of Wassolieff. 

A tryst was appointed at the Marilza 
bridga, to which place the murderers drove 
in a carriage. Three men, Novalic, Wasso- 
lieff and another, seized the girl and stupe- 
fied her with chloroform in the carriage, 
Boltscheff then mounted the box of the 
vehicle and drove a ehort distance, when, 
with the assistance of Novelic, he dragged 
the insensible girl out of the carriage with 
his own hands. Boitschef placed the girl 
on the ground and strangled her to death, 
after which he weighted the body with 
stones and cast it into the river. 

In the course of the trial Novelic and 
Wassolieff confessed and adhered to their 
statements that Boltecheff alone strangled 
the girl. 

Novelic sald that Boltscheff had sum- 


moned him to the pal and said: 

‘She must be ified It is the Prince’s 
command." 

The jury returned a verdict finding Boit- 
echef and Novelic a ey of murder, and 
convicting Wassoll as ah accomplice. 
Novelic is supposed to have had a hand In 
the murder of ex-Premier Stambuloff, tn

would be commuted to imprisonment for 
life, with deprivation of civil rights. h 
of the prisoners was also condemned to pay 
the sum of 6,000 franca, to d 6 @x- 
penses of rearing the victim's child.

A reward of 3500 is offered for his body, 
dead or alive. Hatfield escaped by cutting 
a hole in an 18-inch brick wall in the Mingo 
County jail, and then made his way to the 
same mountains where he hes lived for ® 
years, evading the authorities during all 
his trouble with the McCoys. His wife 
called on him the day before, and ft is be- 
lieved she left a hatchet, this being the 
weapon used to make his escape. 

Hatfield's trial for the murder of William 
Rutherford comes up in September. Hat- 
field had tome trouble with Rutherford on 
election day last Novesnber.

operators’ stronghold. 

The New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
Co. has mined coal furiously from the be- 
ginning of the great strike. President De 
Armitt’s men have been steadily and hard 
at work for 21 per cent less wages than the 
150,000 other miners are striking for. They 
are individually and legally bound to con- 
tinue to produce coal. 

De Armitt is a fighter, and says he will 
legally prosecute every man who violates his 
bond. The miners have been quite con- 
;} tented. They have worked for little per 
| ton, but have mined many tons. Their ac- 
ceptance of low wages hes given them pro- 
portionately more work, and they have 
easily averaged $1.75 a day in cash, six days 
in the week. 

It is doubtful if they can be persuaded to 
stop work. Even the continued presence of 
1,000 striking fellow workers, their constant 
argument, their visible physical power and 
.their hourly taunts may not be enough to 
force out the De Armitt men. Without them 
the strike leaders themselves admit their 
fight for.a living wage to be hopeless, 

Sugene V. Debs talked to about §8 De 
Armitt men, 300 strikers and 100 spectators. 
He warned the men against drink, pointed 
out clearly to them that disorder was just 
what their opponents wished, and made a 
remarkably forcible demand for action.

Significant Telegram Sent From 
Belleville by a Mysterioun

Smith, as he called himself, arrived in 
Belleville one Gay ahead of Bradley. He 
remained there until Bradley left for Du- 
quoin. He was a largé, heavy-set man, 
with a drooping mustache, He was plainly 
attired, but was evidently not a coal miner. 
Hie was impressed with the importance of 
his mission and acted so much like a stage 
detective that attention was drawn to him. 
lie sent a wereat many telegrams to Various 
points in the coal belt. He received money 
orders by telegraph and took bulging letters 
out of the postottiice, 

lie and Bradley quickly @ravitated to- 
gether.

Frank Doyle Under Arrest on a 
Sensational Charge.

HANNIBAL, Mo., July 30.—Frank Doyle 
was arrested by Sheriff Pratt last evening 
on charge of knowingly and felontiously re- 
ceiving stolen goods, the warrant having 
been issued by Justice Smeathers on a com- 
Plaint and affidavit filed by Prosecuting At- 
torney H: Clay Heather. Doyle was ar- 
raigned before Judge Smeathers, waived a 
preliminary hearing and was held to await 
the action of the Grand-jury, his bond be- 
ing fixed at $1,000, which he promptly gave. 

Doyle is wealthy, but it has been sus- 
pected that he was running a “‘fence house”’ 
for a number of years. When Ike Hutchin- 
son, a negro, was arrested a few days ago 
for burglary and larceny he told that he 
had deposited the stolen goods with Mr. 
Doyle and the goods were afterwards found 
in Doyle's possession, although he at first 
denied knowing anything about them. It is 
also claimed that his saloon is the head- 
quarters for thieves and robbers and that 
plans are concocted there to steal and rob. 
A quantity of silverware was found at 
Doyle’s saloon a few years ago that be- 
longed to C. G.. Price, and this affair cost 
him over $1,000. The feeling against him in 
Hannibal is very bitter.

the new marshals from appointing their 
own deputies, deciding that the old deputies 
are protected by the civil service law and 
must be retained. Comptroller Bowler over- 
rules the district judges in a sweeping opin- 
ion. He holds that deputy marshals are 
personal appointees of the marshal and go 
out of office when he goes, amd that old 
deputy marshals can not continue in office 
under new marshals unless reappointed and 
sworn tn again. Furthermore, he directs 
that the disbursing officer can not y the 
old deputies unless thus Neappeinted. 


ENGLAND IS WILLING. 


Official Statement That She Will Join 
in a Monetary Conference. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July %.—Official 
information just received in Washington 


indicates that Great Britain will consent 
to join in an international monetary con- 
ference to be held in this city next winter. 
This information is a confirmation of the 
cable dispatches from London published 
a few days agro, which stated that Great 
Britain's representatives had received the 
proposition of the United States envoys 
more favorably than had been expected. 


Armor Offers Declined. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 30.—Secretary 
Long has rejected the offer of the armor 
companies to supply the diagonal armor for 
the three battleships, Alabama, Wisconsin 
and Illinols, now building, at a price to be 
fixed hereafter by the Navy Department 
itself.

Brother and Sister Take Uncere- 
monious Leave of the Chris- 
tian Home. 


DISAPPEARED A WEEK AGO. 


Search for Them Has Been Per- 
sistent, but No Trace 
Has Been Found. 


Charlie and Mamie Dolphus, 12 and 10 
years old, orphans, are causing Miss Edith 
Williamson, matron of the Christian Or- 
phans’ Home, no end of trouble and anx- 
iety because of their disappearance. They 
have been gone a week and no trace of them 
has been found. When they left the Instl- 
tution they wore the uniform of the home, 
but no such children have been picked up 
by the police. 

Six weeks ago a lady, one of the receiving 
committee for the home, whose name the 
matron refuses to give, recommended that 
Charlie and Mamie be taken into the insti- 
tution. At the time they were living with 
their stepfather, Joseph Clark, at 1729 Frank- 
lin avenue. With them was also living an 
older sister, Lizzie, who was working in a 
factory down town. The lady of the receiv- 
ing committee said the children had been 
neglected since the death of their mother a 
few months. before and that they were 
ragged and were fast becoming urchins of 
the streets. 

Miss Williamson took the children in and 
they seemed to be happy in the home. But 
Charlie was naturally unruly; he would tell 


a fib when the truth would have been bet- 
ter, and was in for any kind of mischief. 

He had not been in the home long when 
an eruption on his face showed symptoms 
of septicemia, and Miss big manners m,) took 
him to the Martha Parsons Hospital. He 
ran away from there three times, returning 
each time to the Orphans’ Home, and he 
would tell Miss Williamson that the matron 
at the hospital had discharged him as cured. 
She would take him back and find out that 
he had run away. 

But with all his faults he loved his eister. 
He thought there was no one like Mamie. 
About the home she was his constant com- 
panion, and many were the quarrels and 
spats he had with the other boys and girls 
who were unkind to hie sister. 

Their sister Lizzie called freuqently at the 
home to see them and on each visit would 
remain and hour or more. Charlie and 
Mamie were greatly attached to Lizzie. 
Sunday before last she called on them and 
promines to return the next Thursday and 

ake them to visit an aunt, living in South 
St. Louis. 

She did not come, and the children’s dis- 
appointment found vent in crying. e@ ma- 
tron felt sorry for them and Friday morn- 
ing she gave them a penny and told them to 
gO to the grocery, a block and a half away, 
and get a stick of candy. 

They left the home, hand in hand, and 
started off in the direction of the store. 
That was the last seen of them by Miss 
Willlamson. When they had been gone a 
half hour she went out to look for them. 
They had not been at the grocery and no 
one she found had seen them. 

Thinking that they might have gone back 
to Clark’s home on Franklin avenue, Miss 
Williaméon went there. But the house was 
vacant and the neighbors said that Clark 
and Lizzie had moved away a month ago, 
no one knew where. 

The matron continued her search until she 
found a woman keeping a rooming-house at 
1922 Morgan street who had rented a room 
that day to a girl answering Lizzie’s de- 
scription, to be occupied Saturday. Mss 
Willitamson called Saturday, but the gir] 
had not then arrived nor has she been to 
the room since. 

The police were notified of the disappear- 
ance of the children and although a descrip- 
tion of them has been telephoned to all 
Oliece stations in the city, nothing has been 
1eard of them. 

The children have several aunt’s living In 
the city and Miss Williamson believes that 
they are with one of them, but she does 
not know any of their names or where they 
live.

MILNER'S DIPLOMACY, 


Said He Wouldn’t Make Ap- 
pointments, Although the 
Mayor Had the List. 


JUST WHAT WAS EXPECTED. 


Julius Wurzburger and Chris 
Schawacker Are In and Capt. 
Macklind Is Out. 


After halting all day Thursday and caus- 
ing doubt as to what he would do, Street 
Commissioner Milner went to the rack like 
a good little man at the eleventh hour and 
submitted his appointments to the Mayor 
for the reorganization of the Street De- 
partment under the Wittenberg bill. 

The Mayor promptly sent the names to 
the Council, and they were confirmed. 

As the Commissioner declared early that 
he had not prepared the roster and left 
his office not to return that day, it is not 
known how the Mayor received the list, but 
it is said he had it in his pocket before the 
bill was ever signed by the Speaker of 
either House. 

There are very few new names and no 
surprises in the appointments. It was fore- 
shadowed in the Post-Dispatch when the 
bill for reorganization was first introduced 
that Julius Wurzburger would be the As- 
sistant Street Commissioner, and that the 
proposéd fourth district was to make a 
fat berth for the Mayor’s other lieutenant, 
Chris Schawacker. 

One of the most radical changes wrought 
by the new Dill is the elimination of Capt 


Thomas H. Macklind as general superin- 
tendent of street cleaning and repairs. That 
office is abolished. Capt. Macklind has been 
a familiar figure in the street service for 
nearly twenty-five years. He has been turned 
out to grass. 

The duties of the Assistant Commissioner 
are not prescribed except that he shall be 
the Commissioner in the absence of his 


chief.

“T had been given to understand by the 
Civic Federation and Taxpayers’ League 
officers,"’ said Mr. Milneré ‘that there would 
be an injunction suit against the Wittenberg 
bill and I proposed-to give them a chance 
to inaugurate their fight. The Mayor had 


sent me word that he wanted the appoint-

ments by 8 a. m. My first Intention was 
to remain away from my office, Dut I con- 
cluded to come down at 9:30 and went 
straight to the Mayor and told him what J 
was expecting. The Mayor said: ‘Oh, don’t 
paygany attention to those fellows, but ibe 
me your list and we'll settle the whole 
ness before they can turn a_ hand 

“I refused to do this and as i as I 
remained at the office Wurzburger 
jumped up and down before me in nervous 
expectancy until I grew nervous myself 
and went home to wak, for I had promised 
the people who had threatened the injunc- 
tion to be where they could find me quick. 

‘“T waited until 2 o’clock, but they never 
showed up. Then I sent to my office for the 
roster instructing the clerk to see if the 
Mayor would O. K. the names on it before 
he sent it out. 

“The Mayor never made a scratch on my 
, and I sent it back to him. I want to 
say in this connection that there Was no 
previous conference between the Mayor and 
myself on the appointments. The reason 
I did not rename Sol ehm its because I 
knew there would be a fight on him and I 
wanted to avoid that.’’ 


Julius Wurzburger took charge as Assist- 
ant Street Commissioner Friday and he wag 
shaking hands with everybody who came 
his way. Wurzburger succéeds August 
Rauschenbach. The latter is an experienced 
engineer, and the position has alw here- 
tofore required such an incumbent, for he 
is the executive officer of the department, 
and is supposed to have much more to do 
wih the practical work of the office than 
the Comm /'ssioner. 

Wurzburger Is not an engineer he has had 
no training in that direction, and It is doubt- 
ful whether he can distinguish between 
syenite and sandstone. The assistant en- 
gineers and inspector of street and bridge 
work have to report to him and are sup- 
posed to be directed by him.

THE ARREST OF A RESCUER. 


Frank Stalen Made a Prisoner 
Because He Drove Fast 
to Save a Woman. 


There was a wild runaway on Jefferson 
evenue a few minutes before midnight 
Thursday. It was followed by the arrest 
of a young man who meade a daring at- 
tempt at rescue and against whom the only 
charge eremed to be that he would not 
stop while on his mission of heroism. 

A horse that has won several purees 
on the race track was attached to a epider 
buggy standing in front of the Savoy, Jef- 
ferson avenue and Olive street. The occu- 
pant of the rig was a young woman, dressed 
in white, and she was eveidently waiting 
for her companion who was in the saloon. 

The racer became restive and she called 
for the man to hurry. In response out came 
Con Frazier, a well-known man about town. 
He lighted a cigar, put before jumping into 
the rig he took the reins from his fair com- 
pPanion'’s hands. 

Feeling the increased pressure on the bit 
the animal obeyed what it believed to be a 
signal and started. Frazier was almost 
thrown from his feet, but managed to hold 
fast the reins and for nearly a block he ran 
@liongside the buggy shouting ‘“‘Whoa!"’ to 
the horse. 

Several persons ran into the road. Their 
cries frightened the thoroughbred and it 
ewung into a run. . 

At Pine street and Jefferson avenue Fra- 
gier wae lifted off his feet, turned a sumer- 

fault and landed near the curb. He was 
bruised, but picked himself up and darted 
after the rapidly disappearing rig. 

The ehrieks of the woman caused windows 
on Jefferson avenue and adjacent street® to 
be thrown open and in a moment hundreds 
of persons were following Frazier’s foot- 
steps. 

The runaway had swung into the track on 
the eanet side of the street. A north-bound 
car was approaching and everybody 
thought there would be a collision at Mar- 
ket atreet. 

Rut just as the headlight on the car 
fhone bright in the face of the affrighted 
woman, so plainly that those who were near 
could see that her features were beautiful, 
the old racer swerved, the spider was 
dragged from between the rails and as the 
right hand hubs grazed the car, off it sped 
along Jefferson avenue. 

At the time Fragier’s rig started on the 
wild run another carriage was standing in 
front of the Savoy. It had been driven by 
Frank Stalen, of Garrison and Clark ave- 
nues. 

Attracted by the ehrieks of the woman 
Btalen ran out and as he appeared some one 
in the crowd called: 

“Save her, Frank. Go after her in your 
buggy.” 

The young man jumped into his carriage,. 
lashed his horse into a gallop, and a secon 
rig was going at a furious pace south on 
Jefferson avenue. 

A policeman next appeared on the scene. 
Patrolman Murphy heard the outcry, and 
came on the run down Chestnut street. 
He arrived at Jefferson avenue in time to see 
Stalen’s horse galloping like mad toward 
Bim. The officer jumped into the street 
and tried to stop the animal. BStalen, bent, 
on his rescue, slashed at him with a whip 
and continued on. , 

The policeman then added to the general 
excitement by firing a shot in the air. ° 

At the Randolph street approach to the 
Jefferson avenue bridge the woman behind 
the runaway turned around and saw Stalen
